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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-13 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
made of record fails to teaches or fairly suggests in combination the steps of controlling 
the first programmable logic device such that the method takes place selectively in in- 
line mode or in end station mode, whereby in in-line mode the first programmable logic 
device provides a copy of the received parallel data, the copy of the received parallel 
data being converted to data in serial form, said serial data being transmitted back onto 
the network link, and whereby in end station mode the first programmable logic device 
does not provide a copy of the received parallel data for conversion into serial form and 
transmission back onto the network link. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
